CARDINAL M’CLOSKEY’S CHURCH. 
SANTA MARIA SOPRA MINERVA. |

But you say that, in midi- 
tion to the transitory character of the good that o@ nes 
from revivals, you think that actual bad results ctten 
or usually come from them, Will you be so good a3 to 
explain what, so far as your observation goes, those 
results are 7” 
“Well, sir. you ask me a grave question, and ons to 
which I wonder that the attention of the thinking re- 
Ugious people of the country is not oftener diree ed, 
Of course neither you nor I have time, nor is this the 
place for me to say more than s few words upon ‘his 
eubject. I have no doubt that persons are of ten 
reached by revival e‘forts, 9 by the efforts put 
forth in connection with this Moody and San te 
movement, who would not be reached so speedily wd 
directiy by amy other instramentaiity. And if I were 
looking only at immediate and direst results including 
a brief future, I should dowbtless regard such eff: rts 
as good. But there is something more to all this kind 
of thing than what appeacs as the immediate fr dit. 
My observation teaches me that it isn’ta good thing 
for men usually to drink liquor. Why not? Does it 
——— @ revival in their bodies and brains? To 
be sure it does. Both physical and mental nature work 
with an unusual activity and vigor under the 
influence of the liquor. And this would be something 
very much to be desired, if only there was not so ne- 
thing else sure to follow. What is that? A reaction. 
The excitement of body and mind has been not na tu- 
rai, but unnatural; and hence the penalty must a me 
of a subsequent sinking below the natural level, ec ual 
to ge hate: artificial forcing above it. So ft: is 
with all unnatural excitements, ao matter what part of 
our nature they affect. So it forever must be vith 
such religious excitements as are necessarily stirred 
up im revival meetings. 
What of the results of the meetings held bere ?“ 
“ Weil, I ean only very imperfectly say. A few bare 
conversion. Most of these are persons ho 
are noted, I am told, for going whichever way the wind 
blows, and have little etability of character. Som of 
them have been hard cases. If these will be conver ted 
we shall all rejoice; but I, in company with a great 
many others, have quite as many fears as hopes, If 
meeting close now, the orthodox church and ca ase 
inthe community will be somewhat strengthes ed, 
though not greatly. I think the general im- 
pression is, even among Mr. Moody's friedle, 
that his work here has been on the whole rather a ful 
ure than otherwise. 1 think he feels it so him elf. 
His congregations, while they have been 4 part of the 
time respectable in size, have at no time been anytl inw 
like what he expected, and at the beginning anno ced 
that they would be. Nor has he been able to held his 
congregations. On the first Sunday the atleadsnce 
was much larger than it has been atany time sit ge; 
and on the departure of Messrs, Sankey, Bliss, W hit- 
tle, and Stuart, the attendance fell off na very mar ted 
degree, It is my judgment that Mr. Moody maceé a 
Kreat mistake in beginning his work in this count, in 
New England, ana especially in beginning it in a place 
where people are so uniformly intelligent and hat itu- 
ated to thinking for themselves as the people of No scth- 
field are, He had better gone outside of New Engis nd, 
and toa large city.

ete elasticity; that with such valuable and ne es- 
ery ends in view it may now be deemed seasona bl, to 
dvise our directory for worship; that such revision 
eems called for by sundry evident defects in the 
»resent directory, and by the great diversities whica 
are already apparent, and which may be expected ¢ till 
more widely and more strikingly to obtain in dur 
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modes of public worship in the attempts to sup)ile- 
ment such defects; that such revision, however, ou ght 
not to be made as conceding in anywise that a liturgy, 
a complete system of forms or offices and rubrics, is 

for by the taste of the Church, or by the tit ies 
in which we live, or by any just prineiples of expedi- 
ency. A directory based upon Scripture is far 
— ble for dignity, decorum, and add 
tion, to any liturgy, however dramatically —

THE PONTIFF'S LETTER TO THE FLORENCE u- 
GRESS. 


Panis, Sept. 26.—In his letter to the Cathce ic 
Congress at Florence, the Pope says :

The number of students connected with the 
Chicago Baptist Union Theological Seminar y, 
during the present year, is 65, as against 60 last 
year, and 50 the year preceding.

educational work. A number of local associa- 
tions have been held in this State and Mas- 
sachusetis. . 

The Westminster Presbytery. Pennsylvania, 
has published a series of resolutions which it 
passed at a recent session upon the spreading 
neglect of the Sabbath. In particular, it soeci- 
fied the rauping of Sunday excursion-traims 
especially for the purpose of conveying persons 
to religious meetings, and tue proposed opening 
of the Centennial Exhibition on Sunday. 


Thursday evening the Rev. C. C. Marston will 
be formally instailed pastor of the Baptist 
Church at Norwood Park.

For the year 1875, 8106. 900 bas been collected 
for Moravian foreign missions in the American, 
British, and German provinces; and the dis- 
bursements have reached $103,500. Besides 
this, $25,965 bas been collected to pay off a 
former debt, and the new year is begun with a 
balance of $6,000 1n the Treasury. The number 
of missionaries employed is 336; there are 92 
stations and 15 out-atations, and 67,795 persons 
are under the care of the missionaries.

Fortunately, ia this connection, Nature comes 
in to assist, by certain fixed rules of hers, our 
erting judgments. I know it is humiliating for 
lovers, who pride themselves in the belief that 
the gush of their young loves is the 
work of mo agent so low as physical 
condition, but the unconditional work of 
a mythical, intangible spirit of love, to have to 
learn that, after all their fevered pulse and flow 
of soul, matrimonial unions are secretly guided 
and governed through a vastly more material- 
istic origin. There is more in Darwin's beauti- 
fully framed hypothesis of “ sexual selection ” 
than the mere chimera of a scientist aad phi- 
losopher. The attachments that bring about 
marriage are manipulated, unconsciously to 
the victims, by the hidden leading-strings 
of bealth and strength. The evidence 
of close obse vers and honest reasoners on 
this subject lead to the dictum that 
the secret of the success of those who in the 
lottery of life Craw most readily the prize of 
matrimony lies in the possession of bodily and 
mental virtues, —good looks, buoyant constitu- 
tions, and cheerful tempers. Those who do not 
hold winning tickets are the unfortunate mor- 
tala who do not possess these attributes. If you 

uestion this deduetion, look about you for 
those who have striven for the matrimonial 
yoke and fled to get their necks into 
it, and you will beconie convinced that 
in pine cases out of ten these per- 
sons are crusty, crabbed natures, the sourness of 
whose livers sbs in their faces; or diseased 
bodies whose infirmities taint their minds. 
There are, of course, exceptions to this natural 
sequence, caused by tevdencies, some of which 
may be laudable, others certainly not so, Of 
the first class are those instances of affection, 
culminating in marriage, inspired by marked 
virtues, distingmished talents, worthy renown, 


or high accomp ishments, though not accompa- |, 


strength. or grace of per- 
son; of the latter are that class. of 
matrimonial unions in which love plays 
no part,—marniages where rank, wealth, or 
influence are allowed to overbalauce diseased 
bodies, crooked natures, and disordered minds. 
We, none of us, need any illustration beyond our 
on observation of how mouey and social rank 
will cover over the daukest growth of bodily or 
mental disorder to the matrimonial bargainer. 
The truth remains, however, despite these ex- 
ceptions, that, of those who have arrived at a 
proper age, both men and women-of the mar- 
ried state are, on the average, healthier, more 
cheerful. more pleasiog in their looks, and pos- 
sess more vitality of mind aud bod than those 
who are left to pass the middle stage of life in 
single blessedavss (or cussedness). 

In this relatitm, the vital statistics of Scotland 
illustrate a fact that, ouly to a less degree of 
positiveness, hus been outlined by several phi- 
lanthropists of our own and other countries. It 
is that married meu are endowed with longer hfe 
than the unmarned. The tables of Scotland 
show that at every quinquennial period of life 
from 20 years tip to 45, single men die at the 
rate of two io one for the married men; 
after that period u to 85 years, 
the difference. though less, is still very 
considerable ia favor of the greater lon- 
gevity of married men. Of women, even though 
from obvious cuuses the married state would be 
supposed to miditate against the married class, 
similar data proves married women to be the 
longest livers to an almost equal degree. There 
is, after all, up to a certain point, no mystery in 
this condition of affairs. The married of both 
sexes are likely as a class to be the better fed, 
better clad, auc. better cared for,—in a word they 
are the better livers. The uomarried will. 
from natural causes, include much the greater 
number of sickly and diseased constitutions ; the 
orderly and well conducted, and those in favora- 
ble circumstances of bealth, wealth, and in- 
tellect, seeking the comforts of a settled life, 
and thus escapiug the ills which fall to the lot of 
the single. Hut, making allowance for all this, 
there yet remains the fact that the death rate of 
the married is at all seasons of life below that of 
the unmarried, and, therefore, throwing aside all 
conditional sequences, the married state is 
notably favorabie, in the main, to health. 
cheerfulness, and vitality, by leading to 
regular habits of life, aud giving natural scope 
to domestic affections. ay we not sonclude, 
then, that it is a good thing to marry? And, in 
assuming this, it is not necessary for our good 
aleo to assume that in marrying we leave bebind 
all the ills flesh is heir to in single life,—the 
anxieties, cares, and sorrows especially of a mun- 
dane existence. Some of these are actually es- 
sential to a bealthy condition of mind and body, 
and even an occasional ripple in the flow 
of matrimonial felicity may be heralded as a 
blessing, acting, like a summer thunder shower, 
as a purifier Of the elements. I believe it was 
Paley who, when a gentleman asserted in his pres- 
ence that in forty vears of married life he never 
had a difference with his wife, observed that it 
must have been very flat. A breeze ruffling the 
heads of ripened grain, or stirring the under- 
growth of sooie retired dell. serves to reveal to 
us hidden forms of beauty and delight we had 
not dreamed of.

THE DIRECT TRADE OF CHICAGO. 


growing direct trade in grain of Chicago (and 
by direct trade we mean sales to consumers, 
and not sales or shipments to New York, and 
there to be distributed). This is especially 
the case in regard to the European trade, 
and is measurably the case with regard to the 
trade of New England. Foreign purchasers, 
as well as New England dealers, have discov- 
ered that they can do a better business by 
purchasing their grain in Chicago than they 
can by purchasing it in New York. There 
are various reasons for this change, but an 
ali-sufficient one is the now notorious fact 
that whoever purchases Chicago No. 2 wheat 
in Chicago obtains a very different grain from 
the Chicago No. 2 wheat he gets in New York. 
Chicago has a grade of whéat known as No. 
8, which is grain not fit to be classed as No. 
2, because of the dirt in it, because of 
not being dried, and especially because 
the berry is shriveled, small, and not 
plump like No. 2. This No. 8 wheat 
is largely bought in Chicago, and when 
it reaches Buffalo is put through a pro- 
cess of improvement,—that is, the dust and 
dirt are blown out, a slight addition of No. 
2 wheat is made, and the whole goes to New 
York and is sold there as Chicago No. 2. No 
amount of blowing, however, can enlarge 
the berry, or give to No. 3 wheat the quality 
which is essential to Chicago No, 2 wheat. 
Purchasers on foreign account have satisfied 
themselves that they can get Chicago No. 2 
wheat in Chicago, which is not always the 
case in New York ; and that, buying in Chi- 
cago, they can protect themselves otherwise. 
All grain sent to New York is subject to 
the charges and expenses levied by the local 
monopolies, which are of course added to

. The practice in New York has been 
to take this overplus from the bar- 
rel, and sell pork to the South 
without any provision for the subsequent 
shrinkage. The result has been, that a bar- 
rel of Chicago pork bought through New 
York always pans out from 20 to 24 pounds 
less pork than a barrel of Chicago pork pur- 
chased in Chicago. This matter has of itself 
had a very strong influence in demanding 
that the pork trade shall be direct with the 
place where the pork is packed, and w here 
the barrel is not subjected to a heavy toll be- 
fore it reaches the consumer. 

New England also is largely becoming a con- 
vert to direct trade with Chicago, giving up 
the trade through New York ; and gradually, 
but rapidly, the trade of this city in provisions 
and grain will become direct with all the At- 
lantic ports and the interior, having only 
such trade with New York as will be more or 
less local to that place. The distrib'ation 
will take place here, and not in New York 
as heretofore. 


WABASH AVENUE. 

The new impulse which the paving of Wa- 
bash avenue has given to that street: is al- 
ready apparent. As soon as it was known 
that the avenue would be paved, new build- 
ings were begun and landlords began putting 
their old houses in order. The imp wsable 
condition of the street had rendered it as 
quiet as a cow-path in a deserted village. 
Notwithstanding some individual opposition 
to the laying of a horse-railroad tracix, there 
are few now who will deny that the horse- 
railroad is a decided advantage to the street, 
as well as a great accommodation to the gen- 
eral public. The Company is putting on this 
street a better class of cars than 
it has been running elsewhere, 
promises to provide large, commodi- 
ous two-horse cars, with conductors, as 
rapidly as they can be procured. It also 
claims that it has subscribed $20,000 to the 
paving of the street over and above what it 
was required to pay. We presume this means 


that it has paved the full 16 feet, including 


both tracks and the space lying between 
them. They have done everything they 
could to hasten the improvement of the 
street. 

There only remains one drawback to the 
rapid progress of Wabash avenue in a busi- 
ness way, and one lack in its assured condi- 
tion of the main thoroughfare of the South 
Division. This is the refusal of tome of the 
property-owners along the line to improve 
that portion of the street in front of their 
places. There are in nearly every block one, 
two, or three spaces of from 25 to 50 feet 
which are left unpaved. They are not mere- 
ly offensive to the eye, but a serious 
obstacle in the way of travel. As 
the street has been widened, and the curb- 
stones moved back 6 or 8 feet on each side, 
the curbs along the unpaved pcrtions are 
now out in the street, and will probably 
cause some serious accidents if they are not 
removed. In such case, the property-owners 
should be made able for damages. The few 
people who are so mean or penurious as to 
refuse the small sum necessary for the pav- 
ing in front of their property should be con- 
strained to do it by the force of public 
opinion and the individual presstrre of ten- 
ants, since they cannot be reached by law 
within a couple of years. Every one of 
them must have a profound sense of his own 
meanness in refusing to pay a couple of dol- 
lars a foot, and thereby ruining the looks 
and usefulness of the entire street. The ex- 
penditure for paving in each individual case 
will be got back tenfold within a year in the 
increased value of the property, and will re- 
turn every year in increased rental. These 
blotches should be promptly effaced. 

CHURCH-DEBTS AND CHURCH-DUTIES. 

The average church has a mortgage in addi- 
tion to a steeple. The mortgage is nearly 
as ornamental and useful as the steeple; but 
the latter weighs only on the stone founda- 
tions of the church, while the former weighs 
on the real foundations,—the pocket-books 
of the brethren. The holder of the mort- 
gage, after a few brief years, learns to be 
agreeably surprised when the interest is paid, 
and to regard the payment of any part of the 
principal as a remote possibility, not to be 
seriously considered as even likely to oecur. 
It is true that church-mortgages are rarely 
foreclosed, but this is due, not to any punc- 
tuality in their discharge, but to the natural 
reluctance of a man to ownachurch. What 
can he do with it? He would be slow to 
eject the congregation and stop their 
worshiping. If he did so, he could 
not well afford to use the  build- 
ing for a private chapel: He cannot 
sell it to any other congregation without tak- 
ing another mortgage for most of the pur- 
chase-money and repeating his painful ex- 
perience. Finally, he cannot turn it into 
houses of stores, unless he makes a billiard- 
hall or a concert-saloon of it; and to this 
tbere are obvious objections. In a word, the 
man who should foreclose a mortgage on one 
of our stone churches would find himself bur- 
dened with a white elephant. And so the ser- 
vices go on, and the debt goes on, too, rolling 
up like a ball, until the disheartened congre- 
gation slips away and the dispirited minister 
ceases to draw,“ and at last the church col- 
lapses. There is at least one sect which re- 
fuses to consecrate mortgaged buildings. It 
is a sect in which the higher members of the 
hierarchy exercise a good deal of power, 
and it is a pity that they cannot forbid 
the construction, as well as the conse- 
cration, of such edifices. If the debt 
were incurred solely from a devout wish to 
glorify God and help on the work of con- 
verting souls to belief in Him, more could be 
said in defense of it. But the real reason 
for borrowing so much money is apt to be 
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No visitor to the famous Bone secours Market 
in Quebec can have forgotten the little 
church close by, in which the countrywomen 
who come into the city with their loads of 
fresh fruits and vegetables stop and pray in 
the early morning. The tendency is to do 
them good and cause them to give honest 
measure, heaping over. If our churches 
were open on week-days, would it not bring 
many men inside them fora few minutes’ de- 
votion at least, and that nearly every day ? 
The adoption of this idea might counteract 
the possible sad effects from the exclusion of 
Bible-reading in the public schools. Nearly 
opposite one of our large schools, on a South 
Side avenue, is one of the most beautiful 
churches in town. It is rich in stone-work, 
and glowing glass, and carved wood. It dif- 
fers from most of its class in having a steeple, 
but unfortunately resembles them in possess- 
ing—or being possessed by—a mortgage. If 
this edifice were open every morning between 
8:30 and 9, and some simple service were 
given during ten minutes of that time, 
would not the pupils who came of their own 
accord, or who were sent to school half an 
hour earlier, be likely to gather there? And 
if they did, would there not be more real de- 
votion in the service than in the mechanical 
reading of the Bible by a whole school ? 


ANNEXATION OF NEW GUINEA. 
Early in the sixteenth century the Portu- 


guese discovered the Island of Papua, and 


named it New Guinea on account of the strik- 
ing resemblance of its inhabitants to those of 
Guinea, in Africa. The island itself is prob- 
ably the largest in the world, provided Aus- 
tralia is counted as a continent. Borneo has 
hitherto claimed a superiority in size, but 
New Guinea is generally admitted to excel it. 
Not long ago the authorities of New South 
Wales petitioned England to annex Papua. 
The idea has been received with the greatest 
favor throughout Australia,—so much so, in 
fact, that every colony on that continent is 
understood to demand annexation. The 
main reason alleged for this desire 4s 
the fear that some foreign Power will 
seize New Guinea, unless England does so. 
This seems rather fanciful, however, in view 
of the fact that the deadly climate of the 
island has driven out the only nation—the 
Dutch—which ever gained a foothold on 
Papuan soil. The only danger would be 
that of German colonization, and Germany 
has never shown any inclination to surround 
herself with distant dependencies. Bi- 
MARCK seems to agree with Cospzn’s sweep- 
ing statement in Parliament: Lou call the 
colonies England's strength; they are En- 
gland’s weakness.” The real reason for 
Australian unanimity in demanding the an- 
nexation of the island is probably the wish to 
have New Guinea a member of the feder- 
ated republic that will ultimately, and 
perhaps ere long, be formed of the different 
British colonies in that part of the world. 
New Guinea was once a part of Australia. 
The sea has washed away the isthmus that 
stretched between them. What God hath 
put asunder physically, man now proposes to 
join together politically. 

Annexation is almost certain. England 
is always half-ready to seize any stray 
island, and has in this case the strong 
impulse of colonial sentiment. The seizure 
itself is a matter of course. The Dutch 
have abandoned their forts, though they 
claim a shadowy sovereignty over a part 
of the island, and have trading stations there. 
The natives—a strong, healthy, temperate 
race—can offer no resistance to the appliances 
for murder and robbery in the hands of 
every civilized nation. If the dispatch 
is ever written in Downing street—*‘ Annex 
New Guinea”—the thing will be done. 
Whether the miasma that slaughtered the 
Hollanders will spare the English, remains to 
be seen. If Great Britain can only use the 
island as a graveyard, its value will not be 
apparent, Its trade, however, can be greatly 
developed. It produces quantities of spices, 
tortoise-shell, sugar, tobacco, and rice, and is 
said to be capable of producing good cotton. 
The possible profits will lure England on to 
annexation. She will see guineas in New 
Guinea, and that British drum-beat that circles 
the world has one muffled ryfrain— Pounds, 
shillings, pence ; pence, shillings, pounds.”

The presiding 
Judge asks any questions he chooses and ex- 
amine witnesses, if he sees fit to do so. When 
a complete statement of the dispute has been 
made, the Judge explains the law and tells 
the parties what he thinks their strict legal 
rights are. Then the whole Court unites in a 
recommendation to plaintiff and defendant to 
settle the dispute in a certain specified way. 
It is entirely optional with either to reject 
this advice. If they accept it, the suggestion 
of the Court becomes a judgment. Execu- 
tion may issue upon it, and it can be pleaded 


‘in bar of any other suit upon the same sub- 
| ject matter. But if both or either of the 


parties should reject the proffered advice, the 
suit can be at once brought in the proper 
courts. 

These are the main features of the system, 
as we find them sketched in a forgotten book, 
“The Study of Government,” written by 
Mr. G. H. Yzaman, and published in Boston 
four years ago. The preface is dated at Co- 
penhagen, so that this account of the Danish 
system was probably written on the spot and 
as the result of personal observation. Mr. 
Trauma gives some remarkable figures in 
proof of the good work done by the Courts 
of Reconciliation. Within the five years 
from 1860 to 1864, both inclusive, 183,628 
suits were brought before these courts. Of 
these, 123,897 were settled; 2,544 were post- 
poned ; and 57,187 were sent up to the regu- 
lar courte for litigation. But sober second 
thought led to the adoption of the advice of 
the Court of Regonciliation in more than 
half of these, so that only 25,967 of¢tret83,628 
original suits were really tried at law. In 
other words, the Courts of Reconciliation 
promptly, fairly, and cheaply disposed of six 
out of every seven suits brought in Denmark 
within theserfive years. By comparison of 
the statistics of the individual years, it ap- 
pears that the whole number of suits de- 


The system is in full force in the Danish 
West India Islands. The following table 
shows its results there during the same five 
years (1860-1864) : 


tion settled seven out of every eight suits. 
The two sets of statistics, taken together, are 
in the nature of cumulative proof. 

These facts should have been before the 
public long ago, but the legal guild, which 
ought to be aware of every interesting legal 
experiment, is densely ignorant, asa rule, of 
everything outside one narrow routine. Biack- 
STONE was right when he classed lawyers as 
obstructives. They have to be told by other 
people of the progress made in their own 
profession. The Conseils des Prudhommes 
of France, the Arbitration-Courts of England 
and New York City, and the Courts of Rec- 
onciliation of Norway and Denmark, were all 
suggested and founded by non-lawyers ; and 
if the lawyers had been left to find out about 
them the world would probably still be 
ignorant of their existence. 


Among the latest engineering projects is a 
proposition to flood the Desert of Sahara by 
opening a channel from the Atlantic Ocean, 
and turning it into an inland sea.

THE EMPRESS EUGENIE. 

The Empress Eugenie (says the New York 
World) has for some time past been living at 
Arenenberg, where the Third Napolecn passed so 
many years of his life with his mother, the love- 
ly and unfortunate Queen Hortense. Arenenberg 
is a charming chateau, standing a litcle off the 
direct road from Schaffhausen to Constance. It 
was sold iv 1843, after the death of Louis Bona- 
parte, ex-King of Holland. toa citizen of Neu- 
enburg, for 840,000 florins, and in 1855 this citi- 
zen's heirs sent to Paris and sold there its fine 
coliection of paintings and works of art, includ- 
ing some paintings by David, and many souve- 
nirs of the First Napoleon. This led the Em- 
peror Napoleon III. to repurchase the estate, 
and it now belongs to his son. The ex-Empress 
(who always, by the way, alludes to the dis- 
asters Of 1870 as the events”) has passed 
her antumns. at Arenenberg ever since the 
end of the fFranco-German War. Tbe 
chateau stands on a hill nearly 1,500 feet 
in height, and commands a lovely view over the 
Upper Valley of che Rhine. The bouse is fur- 
nisbed now with perfect simplicity, the only 
splendor anywhere kept up being about the 
chapel of the chateau. the altar furniture of 
which is decorated with ancient and very cosily 
laces. In this chapel is kept the Golden Rose” 
sent by His Holiness Pius IX. some years azo to 
the Empress, then reignivg at the Tuileries. 
This * Mystic Rose,” by the way, is rather a 
rose-tree than arose, and is a wonderful piece 
of goldemith’s work. It represents a bunch of 
roses with buds and leaves, the whole, about 12 
inches in height, being set in an antique vase of 
exquisite pa.tern, adorned with bassi-reiievi of 
sceves in the life of Pius IX. The roses, the 
leaves, the vase, are all of the purest gold, 
chiseled with a delicacy, and freedom, and 
force, worthy the best ages and schools of 
art. The vase is set upon a base of 
lapis-lazuli enriched with alteroa'e medallions 
in gold of the Papal and the Imperial arms. 
ak m its turn supported on four small 
steps of lapis-lazuli. Of course the ex-Empress 


sets the highest value on this precious memorial 


of her sovereign days, aad of the favor with 
which the bead of her Church then as now re- 
garded her, alike as a woman and asa sovereign. 
Equally treasured with the Golden Rose.” 
however. is the ** Talisman of Charlemagne,” a 
curious souvenir of the two greatest Princes 
who have ever swayed the destinies of modern 
Europe. The Romans were passionately fond 
of * tallsmans, which have been sometimes 
called chimere from the multiform fabulous 
monster of that name—goat, lion, and dragon in 
one—and sometimes symplegmata, as being 
made up of discordant elements embrace in 
one form, and which have been koown in more 
recent times as gryili, from the Italian grilio. 
which siguifies at once a cricket and a 
caprice. In the latter days of Rome and the 
earlier days of modern history the use of 
such symbclic devices carved in stones of various 
kinds aud worn chiefly in rings, became very 
general, They wore thought to operate as 
charms and to secure tothe wearer the mystic 
protection of the Deity or Deities either symboi- 
ized or set forth plainly upon them. ‘The stone 
koown as the Talisman of Charlemagne is a 
species of corundum, and is believed w have 
been held very precious by that great sovereign. 
It was long preserved with the rest of the re ics 
belonging to him at Aix-la-Chapelie, aod the 
Chapter of the Cathedral there presented it, not 
without cogent reasons, to the modern Charie- 
magne, the First Napoleon, who constantly 
carried it about with him. The King of Rome, 
afterwards Duke of Reichstadt, treasured it not 
less, and from him it passed to his cousin Louis 
Napoleon, who had it about his person 
when made his from the 
Ham. He left it behind hi 
however, when he quitted Paris in 
1870. Who knows what might have happened 
had he taken it with him to the field? On the 
3d of September, when the Empress made up 
her mind to fly from France. it was inclosed in 
a reliquary of rock-crvetal, shut in by a secret 
spring, which the Empress did not understand 
and had no time to search for. So with a 
woman's decision she caught up a pair of tongs 
from the chimney-piece and dashed the costiy 
caseiuto fragments. Shortly afverwards she con- 
fided it, with a large sum of money, to a faithful 
official, with orders to find the Emperor at 
Wilbelmshbohe and give them to him. The 
official lost his head, and instead of setting out 
at once, went to bie apartments in Paris. There 
he put the money and the talisman into an 
armoire, the key of which he had lost, aud the 
double doors of which he fastened together by 
ning over them „ map of the 
ortifications of Patis with four pins! Then 
came on the events, one after another, with 
tremendous rapidity. The official, caught ove 
day out of doors, was obliged to fly for his life 
without going back to get either the money or 
the talisman. Of course the Emoress in her 
exile, when sbe heard all this, imagined that the 
money and the talisman both must be given un 
for lost, and with the tahsman the fortune of 
the Napoleons, the more particularly as it was 
made known to her by the public journals that 
the apartments of the official to whom she had 
confided them had been repeatedly ransacked 
both before, during, and after the Commune. 
Faucy ber astonishment, then. and delight, when 


this official at last relurning to Paris and to his 


long-abandoned apartments, found the map of 
the fortifications dusty indeed but undisturbed, 
and the contents of the armoire precisely as he 
had left them! It can hardly be thought strange 
that this should be regarded not only by the ex- 
Empress herself, but by ber son and by nota 
few of their partisans, as an omen of unques- 
i promise for their now fallen cause. 


SOCIAL LIFE IN GERMANY. 

A circumstance has recently occurred (says a 
Berlin correspondent of the London Daily News) 
which throws some interesting rays of light on the 
social lifein Germavy. Among the upper ten of 
the Imperial Capital there isa Herr von Schafer- 
Voit, who, as owner and founder of the Bazar, 
one of the best -gazettes of fashion published, 
has amassed a large fortune. Having disttu- 
guished himself also by his interest in public 
affairs, he was some years since raised to the 
rank of nobility. His eldest son aspired to the 
honor of officer in the Cuirassier Guards, one of 
the crack regiments of the Prussian army. Now, 
although the officers of the regiment felt a per- 
sonal inclination towards the young Herr von 
Schafer, they nevertheless raised certain objec- 
tions to his being enrolled amongst them on ac- 
count of his low descent. He was therefore com- 
pelled to pass into a regimen: of cuirassiers of 
the line, where he immediately received a 
commission. During the last war he fought 
with such bravery that the iron cross was con- 
ferred on him. Unfortunately, in the cavalry

THE DUCHESS DF RIARIO SFORZA. 

A lady who occupied a prominent position in 
Parisian society, tne Duchess de Riario Sforza, 
sister of the late M. Berryer. has just died at the 
Chateu d’Angerville (says the Paris correspond- 
ent of the London News). She was the widow 
of one of the chest notaries in Paris, whose en- 
tire fortune ie inherited. when she met. at the 
house of the Marquise de Boissy, better known 
as the Countess Guiccioli, an old, shabbily- 
dressed Italia a officer. who was attached to the 
households of Joseph Bonaparte and Murat, and 
had served as a Colonel in a cavalry regiment 
under the Empire. He was of the type 
of those Imperialist officers who frequented 
the Cafe Foy half acentury ago. The notarv's 
widow asked who he was, and was surprised to 
hear that he was the Duke of Riario Sforza, and 
brother of the Cardinal Archbishop of Naples. 
In the course of convert ion she learned that 
be was a bachelor, and looking out for a rich 
wife willing to barter a fortune for a ducal coro- 
net. I'm the woman.” sbe said. I am am- 
bitious. I detest my present name, which is un- 
supportably common, and my fortune is big 
enough to regald the Duke’s battered strawberry- 
leaves. introduce him to me, first tellmg him 
why I went. to koow bim.“ The Duke was in- 
troduced. He, the lady, and a friend ratired 
to a boudoir, where the marriage articles were 
talked over hi a thoroughly matter-of-fact way, 
the Duke etipulating for comglete inde- 
pendence, ip fact for a separate establish- 
ment, with u large fortune to keep it up. All 
his conditions were complied with, and the wed- 
ding took place some weeks later. During his 
lifetime he coutrived to bridle the fantastic 
tastes of the Duchess. But when he died she 
induiged in them to the full. She was phenome- 
oally thin. It was impossible for any one, snd- 
deniy seemg Ser, not to be startled and shocked 
at ber cadaverous appearance. Bornioa hum- 
ble rauk of hfe, she might have amassed a for- 
tune by exhiiiting herself asa femme squeletie. 
She was at a festive meeting the death’s head of 
the Egyptian feast. Though so painfuliv dis- 
qualified by ser extraordinary emaciation from 
going into society, the Duchess of Riario Sforza 
was one of the moat social womenin Pa:is almost 
to the time ov her death, which nappened in her 
80th year. 

Her passion for dress was excessive, and she 
invariabiy cliose garments suited to a young 
married woman. Her faith in the power of the 
mavtua-maker and of those artiste settiog up to 
fix the bloom of youth or restore it when it van- 
ished was unbounded. Contrary to French cus- 
tom, she over-dressed as much at ber own ball 
as at those of ber acquaintances. The only 
badge of wiiowhood she wore—and she and it 
were inseparnble—was a kind of enameled batch- 
ment, suspended from a diamond necklace or 
gold chain, as a medallion might have been, 
with the heraldic quarterings and coronet of 
the late Dulie of Riario Sforza. As she gave 
sumptuous cinners, and had on marrying re- 
tained the power to dispose of nearly £16,000 
sterling a year, people took care not to 
laugh at her absurd vauitv and whims. She was 
a very suspicious old lady, and, to keep a vigilant 
watch over tlie looks and gestures of her guests, 
had the mirrors of the drawing-room so arranged 
that she coud see from her fauteuil everything 
that took place behind her back. No servant or 
tradesman was ever known to please her a week. 
She had her palatial mansion at Passy pulled 
down and rebuilt three times in the course of 
fourteen yeurs, and just before her death she 
was thioking of de hing it again. The tor- 
ment of the Parisian architects and house deco- 
rators, she was a kind of providence for the ma- 
sons, to stiomlate whom to activity she often 
allowed doudie wages. Fortune tellers, chiro- 
mantists. ani dealers of other kinds in occult 
and superus tural causes will miss thé emaciated 
Dachess, wh > patronized them during both her 
widowhooda. A notorious tireur de cartes pre- 
dicted that se would take for her third husband 
a Royal Prpwe, blue-eyed, fair-baired, rich as 
Croesus, and devoted to her. The trouble she 
was at to ful hi the prophecy may bave helped 
to kill her. Wherever the Prince who she fan- 
cied was to become her spouse went she followed 
him. If she heard he was going to the theatre. 
she at once had a box taken. On Chantilly days 
sbe drove to the Northern Railway aod stationed 
herself in tae line of private carriages before 
the terminus, to bow to them as he passed. She 
crossed his path in the Bois de Boulogne, on 
Longchampe days, and when at death’s doar 
made a point of attending the soirees to which 
she knew ha was invited. The infant grand- 
child of the late M. Berryer will, it is believed, 
succeed to her property. 


CHOICE FRENCH WINES, 

Great preparations (says the Paris correspond- 
ent of the Now York Times) are taken with three 
or four vinteges in France, and the vendangeurs 
are not recruited from the ordinary run of such 
jaborers. They are all picked men, very well 
paid, and sre made to understand that they 
occupy positions of trust. Take Clos-Vougeot, 
for example. the first quality of wine produced 
in the world and held at a price which places it 
beyond the each of all but a few crowned heads 
and archi-millionaires. The vintage of the Clos- 
Vougeot is as solemn as a religions ceremony, and 
the men are made to understand that every clus- 
ter of grapes is worth about its weight in gold. 
Yet even the confidential agents employed to 
gather the s;rapes have to do so under the eyes 
of inspectors, and a strict guard is kept over the 
baskets. Every year a compauy of soldiers ar- 
rive from Dijon, and are posted as sentinels 
about the vineyard and about the buildings in 
which the grapes are stored. A powder maga- 
zine or a lot of cavalry forage could not be more 
carefully guarded. The soldiers have orders to 
arrest any men taking a single grape. This 
guard is kejt up until the wine is put in bottles. 
As Clos-Vorgeot is sold all over the world, and 
at prices fa below those paid for it on the spot, 
one natural y presumes that it is not all genuine. 
I should be extremely suspicious of almost any 
Clos-Vougeot offered for sale at reasonable 
prices, and perhaps those who do not know the 
peculiar marks of the vintage would do well to 
take some other brand. Bat there is an 
excellent wine grown in the immediate 
vicinity wich may bear the name out 
of France, and which is really a superior wine. 
There ie Chateau-Lafitte, also, of which enor- 
mous quantities are sold. That wide, on the 
spot, at wholesale, w worth from $3.50 to $4 per 
bottle, but yet genuine wines of this vintage 
can be purchased for less. The secret is in the 
different pressings. The first quality is made 
after a very light pressing of the graves. The 
second quality is made from the juice that 
comes from a pressing, and which con- 
tains some of the pulp of the grape, and a slight 
flavor of tlie skin. A harder pressing crushes 
some of tha seeds as well as the skins, and this 
forms a guouine Chatean-Latitte, but of the 
third quality. The greater portion of the wine 
sold uader this name, however, comes from the 
surrounding vineyards, all of which produce an 
excellent quality of wine.

His thin, 
slack figure and rather shambling gait are inconsistent 
with the per sonai strength and prowess in the fieid at- 
tributed to Jlacbeth, and he amo makes up in much 
too young and dandified a way, wearing only a long, 
sweeping mustache, instead of a veard, which would 
give him a more solid and impressive look.

On the whole, Mr. Lrving’s seems to us a very fine, 
and true, and original interpretation of Shakspeare’s 
conception, — much finer tuan Macready’s,—tbhough a 
good deal spoiled here and there by the hold over his 
mind still retained by the conventional rant of tyran- 
nical stage traditions; while of Miss Bateman’s Lady 
Macbeth we should say that there was but one great

THE THOMAS CONCERTS. 

The only musical event of interest during the 
past week bas been the inauguration of the sea- 
son by Theodore Thomas’ Orchestra and Mme-

MAX STRAKOSCH ON OPERA. 


Max Strakosch has thus delivered himself 
upon the subject of opera to a New York Herald 


reporter : 

The general desire in New York of “ the establish- 
ment of opera on a permanent basis (to use the sanc- 
tified and technical phrase) I believe to be all gammon 
and moonshine, so much as to partake of the nature 
of an unmeaning expression. Having studied the 
history of opera in New York for the past twenty-five 
years, and having in addition sadly reflected upon my 
own experience in the same line, I venture the opinion 
that the people of New York do not consider opera a 
necessity, and have never shown a true desire for that 
oral luxury. For twenty-five years Mr. Max Mueretzek 
has attempted opera in New York, and has consistently 
lost in this city the fortunes he made by it in Mexico 
and Havana, whiie, after all, he is pow reduced to the 
necessity of giving singing lessen. My elder brother, 
Maurice Strakoseh, afier many operatic trials 
in New York, left for Europe nearly ruined, 


and succeeded very differently there by his ability. 


Mr. Uliman, who was long ago obliged to quit Ameri- 
ca in destitute circumstan after three or four sea- 
sons Of opera in New York, bas made an independent 
income in Europe by merely jobbing in operatic mat- 
ters. In addition, your own humbie servant begs to 
state that he has made a fortune in concert which he 
has lost in opera, and his experience has shown him 
that there are many persons in America who still have 
conscientious scrupies against this style of entertain- 
ment, I.ould entertain you at length about the ad- 
vantages of opera managers in Europe, and the disad- 
vantages Of American impresarii, but this has been 
too often told, and you know it too well, I came, 
therefore, again to the conclusion that Italian opera is 
no real want here, but that seemingly there has been a 
preconceived determination sbown in your criticism 
to force upon me in all kindpvess a business which I 
do not intend going into, and which I consider ruin- 
ous.

The photographic process of Mr. Woodbury 
thus alluded to has bees so considerably used in 
illustrations of works of art that it is worth de- 
scribipg. In all photographic processes the 
method of taking the picture” is substantially 
the same, and consists in the production of the 
image of the object, called the negative, upon 
a glass plate. It is in the transfer, or “ print- 
ing of this impression, that the chief difficul- 
ties and differences of method occur. Having 
procured the negative, how best to make re- 
duplications of it is the problem. 

The ordivary method of photography, as is 
well known, is the exposure of silver-chloriged 
paper, under the tbegative, to the rays of the 
sun, when the light, passing through tne various- 
ly shaded parts of the negative, acts unequally 
upon the prepared paper beveath, and privts a 
reversed impression, without injuring the nega- 
tive. This ppecess answers the purposes of 
portrait photography very well. When, bhow- 
ever, a great number of copies are needed, and 
great permanency is required, a different method 
is necessary. The experience of thirty years 
has been sufficient to show the fleeting nature of 
pbotographic prints obtained by the use of sil- 
ver, and, if photographs are to be 
anything more than evanescent § shbad- 
ows, other processes must replace 81 
ver-printing. Inventors, therefore, have busied 
themselves devising ways of printing photo- 
graphic negatives into some permanent material, 
and the result has beeu a great variety of pro- 
cesses known as photo-lithography, photo-zi 
rapby, heliotypes, the graphic process, Swan’s, 
Ditwet's, Wovudbury’s eto. - most of 
which are methods of transferring the imoression 
of the Sp oni to some substance such as stone, 
zine, or electrotype plate, from which prints can 
be made with printing inks as in ordinary en- 
graving. It will be seen that this method differs 
materially from ordimary photograpby, since in 
the latter the action of the sun does all the 
printing, while in the former the agency of the 
sun ceases—at the same point with that of the 
engraver—at the production of a single picture 
ubou the stone or copper-plate, which is multi- 
p'ied by meaus suailar to the ordinary processes 
of printing. 

In printing upon stone or zinc there is no re- 
lief in the plate, but the printing is dependent 
upon the different chemical affinikies of tne ink 
for different parts of the stone or metal. In 
copper aud steel plates, on the contrary, the 
printing is entirely dependent upon differences 
in the relief, and the aim of the inveators 1s to 
make tbe photographic negative impress an im- 
age of itself in

Victoria Woedhull’s Second Lecture 
at MicCermick Mail. 


Hall last evening toe fair audience. Following 
is a sketch of her discourse :
